HARRY  SHADE 
Miami  University,  Ohio 


HARRY  DAVID  SHADE,  the  154th  graduate 
of  his  chapter,  was  initiated  as  the  40,000th 
Sig  Ep  on  October  25,  1952,  at  the  age  of  19. 
Statistically,  two  other  events  stand  forth  in 
his  relationship  with  his  chapter  and  his 
Fraternity.  When  he  was  pledged  in  March, 
1952,  he  was  a  member  of  the  largest  pledge 
class  on  campus  that  year — 47  men.  Also,  he 
was  the  second  man  in  his  young  chapter  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Journal's  "Thou- 
sandth Club."  In  the  fall  of  1951,  chapter 
brother  Kim  Graf  became  the  38,000th  Sig 
Ep,  revealing  among  other  things  that  2,000 
men  have  become  Sig  Eps  in  approximately 
one  year. 

Harry  is  a  sophomore  student  in  arts  and 
science,  majoring  in  geology.  He  has  already 
been  pledged  to  Sigma  Gamma  Epsilon,  the 
honorary  geological  fraternity.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Air  Force  ROTC,  and  athletics 
are  his  chief  extracurricular  interest,  just  as 
they  were  in  high  school. 

He  was  born  at  Shelby,  Ohio,  on  May  10, 
1933,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Shade, 
and  attended  high  school  in  that  city.  He 
played  football  for  all  four  years,  during  two 
of  which  the  Shelby  High  School  football 
team  were  champions.

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Tom  Ewell  of  Broadway 


Star  of  New  York's  newest  boxofRce  success,  The  Seven  Year  Itch,  is  a 
onetime  Wisconsin  law  student  who  has  played  in  two  hits  and  30  flops. 


Life,  in  extensive  review  of  new  Broadway  hit,  The  Seven  Year  Itch,  says  play  owes  most  to  Ewell. 
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TOM  EWELL,  Wisconsin  Beta,  '31,  who 
became  a  leading  figure  in  the  Broadway 
theater  in  1947  after  a  heart-breaking  career 
of  nearly  30  unbroken  flops,  is  again  the 
hottest  guy  on  Broadway  in  its  hottest  show. 

In  the  1947-48  hit,  John  Loves  Marij,  he 
was  awarded  a  prize  as  the  best  supporting 
actor  of  the  season  in  New  York.  In  his  new 
hit.  The  Seven  Year  Itch,  he  is  the  star  in 
the  kind  of  role  actors  dream  about:  he  is 
seldom  off  stage. 

This  new  acting  plum  of  Ewell's  is 
described  clearly  and  warmly  by  the  drama 
critic  of  the  New  York  Times. 

"The  Seven  Year  Itch,"  he  writes,  "is  a 
popular  comedy  by  George  Axelrod,  acted 
with  notable  comic  variety  by  Tom  Ewell, 
who  for  the  first  time  has  fallen  heir  to  a 
fat  part.  Like  most  authors  of  popular  com- 
edy, Mr.  Axelrod  has  not  gone  far  afield  in 
search  of  his  plot.  He  is  writing  about  a 
book  publisher's  assistant  whose  wife  has 
gone  to  the  country  for  a  summer  vacation. 
An  opportunistic  model  is  living  in  the 
apartment  upstairs.  Things  being  as  they  are 
in  the  theatre,  and  to  a  considerably  less 
extent  in  life  also,  the  publisher's  assistant 
and  the  model  wander  into  the  primrose 
garden. 

"If  this  were  all,  The  Seven  Year  Itch 
would  not  remain  on  Broadway  more  than 
a  week  or  two,  and  Mr.  Ewell  would  not  be 
convulsing  the  customers.  But  Mr.  Axelrod 
has  invented  a  comic  character  with  a  keen 
though  irrational  imagination;  and,  by 
means  of  some  acceptable  hocus-pocus,  the 
play  listens  to  his  private  thoughts,  stages 
his  dreams  and  lets  the  voice  of  conscience 
rebuke  him  occasionally.  Apart  from  being  a 
popular  comedy.  The  Seven  Year  Itch  has  a 
fantastic  point  of  view. 

"On  the  surface,  the  publisher's  assistant 
looks  like  a  colorless  person.  But  he  has 
dreams  of  glory  that  are  absurd  enough  to 
be  comic.  Brooding  alone  in  his  apartment. 


he  fancies  himself  as  a  fascinating  man  of 
the  world,  sought  after  by  all  kinds  of 
delinquent  females;  and  he  also  imagines 
that  his  wife  is  more  susceptible  than  she 
should  be  to  the  fawning  admiration  of  a 
friend  of  the  family.  The  contrast  between 
the  dullness  of  the  realities  and  the  glamor- 
ous melodramatics  of  the  husband's  day- 
dreams is  consistently  funny— particularly  in 
the  last  scene  when  he  imagines  that  his 
wife  shoots  him.  When  he  is  stretched  out 
on  the  floor  heroically  dying,  she  remembers 
irrelevantly  to  caution  him  against  cigarette 
smoking. 

"All  this  is  down  Mr.  Ewell's  humorous 
alley.  He  is  a  boyish-looking  actor  with  a 
thin  mouth,  an  upturned  nose  and  the  eyes 
of  a  friendly  spaniel.  Although  he  is  on 
stage,  except  perhaps  for  an  instant  or  two, 
throughout  the  evening,  he  has  contrived 
never  to  repeat  any  of  his  comic  sleight-of- 
hand.  Talking  irritably  to  himself,  dreaming 
of  high  romantic  conquest,  trembling  over 
the  consequences  of  his  one  wild  oat,  raging 
over  his  wife's  bland  acceptance  of  another 
man's  admiration— all  this  comprises  a 
protean  comic  performance  by  an  alert 
comic  actor  who  is  in  the  top  of  his  form." 

Other  New  York  drama  critics  have  writ- 
ten equally  glowing  opinions.  Life  magazine 
in  an  abundantly  illustrated  panegyric  said 
Ewell  "gives  the  funniest  spoof  on  record 
of  the  would-be  romantic  human  male." 

Ewell,  who  was  born  as  Yewell  Tomkins 
in  Owensboro,  Ky.,  and  once  studied  law  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  agrees  that 
Jo]m  Loves  Mary  was  the  turning  point  in 
his  career.  During  its  run  he  married  Judy 
Abbott,  daughter  of  George  Abbott,  the  cele- 
brated Broadway  producer.  Since  its  run 
he  has  never  wanted  for  star  parts  in  tele- 
vision and  movies.  He  has  become  a  dra- 
matic artist  of  the  highest  skill.  And  he 
could  retire  tomorrow  knowing  that  his 
fame  is  secure. 
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Old  Alpha  50  Years  Ago 

The  life  of  Sig  Ep  was  uncertain  until  eight 
lads  of  industry  and  courage,  only  two  of  them 
Founders,  decided  to  get  a  national  charter.

A  CONCISE  story  of  the  founding  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  at  Rich- 
mond College,  including  the  names  and  pic- 
tures of  the  12  founders,  appeared  in  the 
September,  1952,  Journal.  Attention  is 
called  here  to  the  fact  that  by  March  4, 
1902,  the  number  of  Sig  Eps  had  increased 
from  12  to  21  out  of  the  total  of  209  stu- 


dents enrolled  at  the  college.  Seven  of 
these  21  Sig  Eps  were  graduated  in  June, 
1902,  and  six  others  did  not  return  to  col- 
lege the  following  September.  Of  the  re- 
maining eight  Sig  Eps  who  did  return  to 
Richmond  College  the  next  session  only 
two  were  founders— Benjamin  D.  Gaw  and 
Thomas  T.  Wright. 
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Richmond  College  records  show  that  of 
the  eight  who  returned  for  session  1902-03 
four  were  sophomores,  three  were  juniors, 
and  one  was  a  senior.  After  rushing  many 
students  that  fall  only  one  new  man  was 
pledged.  The  small  college  attendance  of 
223  students  and  little  hope  for  any  increase 
of  enrollment  helped  the  Sig  Eps  to  realize 
that  stronger  and  more  aggressive  competi- 
tion for  new  members  should  be  expected 
from  the  chapters  of  five  national  fraterni- 
ties on  the  campus. 

After  discussing  the  situation  at  several 
meetings  a  momentous  decision  was  unani- 
mously reached.  The  Sig  Eps  must  either 
convert  the  local  into  a  national  fraternity 
immediately  or  watch  their  local  die.  There- 
fore at  a  meeting  of  the  Sig  Ep  local  fra- 
ternity early  in  October  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  request  Lucian  B.  Cox 
(founder),  attorney-at-law,  Norfolk,  Va.,  to 
write  an  application  for  a  State  charter  and 
return  it  to  him  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  This  charter,  written  by  Brother 
Cox,  was  signed  by  all  of  the  eight  Sig 
Eps  enrolled  at  Richmond  College  October 
18,  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Richmond 
City  by  C.  W.  Dickinson,  Jr.  secretary, 
October  20,  and  recorded  by  D.  Q.  Eggles- 
ton.  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia  October  22,  1902.  Under  this  State 
charter  Virginia  Alpha  established  Sig  Ep 
chapters  in  five  other  colleges  that  session. 
Portions  of  the  charter  granted  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia  50  years  ago,  are  re- 
produced in  these  pages. 

11  Sig  Eps  of  50  Years  Ago 

Thumbnail  sketches  are  given  of  the  au- 
thor and  eight  men  who  signed  the  Charter 
for  the  national  Fraternity  and  two  men 
initiated  into  Virginia  Alpha  later  that  year. 

Lucian  Baum  Cox  was  born  November 
13,  1879;  received  B.L.  1902  from  Rich- 
mond College.

New  Faces  at  the 
Nation's  Capital 

New  Sig  Ep  Congressmen  Joe  Holt 
of  California  and  D.  R.  Matthews  of 
Florida  gain  seats.  Harold  Willey 
becomes  Clerk  of  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 


THE  political  stars  of  several  Sig  Eps  in 
various  parts  of  the  U.S.  increased  in 
magnitude  when  voters  went  to  the  polls 
last  November.  The  state  of  Florida's  Eighth 
Congressional  District  sent  to  the  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives  Donald  R.  Mat- 
thews, Florida  Alpha,  '29,  a  Democrat.  Cali- 
fornia's Twenty-Second  District  for  a  simi- 
lar post  selected  Joseph  F.  Holt,  California 
Beta,  '47,  a  Marine  lieutenant  in  the  Korean 


campaign,  and  the  young  Republican  who 
appeared  at  the  G.O.P.  convention  in  Chi- 
cago last  July  and  gave  the  Pledge  of  Alle- 
giance. 

Meantime  honor  of  a  different  sort  came 
to  a  Sig  Ep  in  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
October  when  Harold  B.  Willey,  D.  C. 
Alpha,  '23,  was  named  Clerk  of  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court,  the  11th  man  in  the  Court's 
163  years  to  hold  that  post,  the  top  non- 
judicial job  in  the  Court.  He  had  served  as 
Deputy  Clerk  since  1941.  After  World  War 
II  he  was  American  secretary  to  the  Inter- 
national MiUtary  Tribunal  which  tried  major 
Nazi  criminals  in  Germany.  On  January 
20  Willey  was  the  man  who  held  the  historic 
Bible  on  which  President  Eisenhower  was 
sworn.  A  member  of  the  bars  of  both  the 
District  and  the  Supreme  Court,  he  has 
written  many  articles  for  legal  journals  as 
well  as  a  book  concerning  practice  before 
the  Supreme  Court. 

Though  Willey  was  born  in  Portland, 
Ore.,  he  moved  to  Washington,  D.C.,  with 
his  father  who  became  associated  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission.

SOUTH  Carolina  Alpha's  president  Em- 
mett Gurney  is  a  national  sports  celeb- 
rity. Few  of  his  Sig  Ep  brothers  in  other 
chapters  reahze  that  Gurney  is  one  of  the 
best  welterweight  boxers  in  the  U.S. 

In  1946  at  the  age  of  16  he  began  his 
career  as  a  lightweight  when  he  defeated 
all  contenders  in  that  division  in  the  A.A.V. 
Tournament  of  Virginia.  In  the  two  succeed- 
ing years,  still  fighting  as  a  lightweight,  he 
captured  the  amateur  championship  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

Gurney  then  went  on  to  enroll  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  where  boxing 
coach  Jess  Alderman  was  waiting  to  help 
him  in  his  career.  As  a  freshman  he  fought 
three  exhibition  bouts  being  inelgible  for 
varsity  competition.  However,  in  the  next 
year,  1951,  he  won  five  out  of  six  bouts, 
capturing  the  Southern  Invitational  Boxing 
championship.  In  the  N.C.A.A.  tournament 
held  at  Lansing,  Mich.,  he  knocked  out  his 
first  two  opponents,  lost  to  the  third  by  one 
point. 

The  following  year  in  the  same  tourna- 
ment at  Madison,  Wis.,  he  defeated  his  first 
opponent,  lost  to  his  second. 

Came  the  year  1952  and  the  Olympic 
tryouts  in  San  Antonio,  Tex.,  and  Kansas 
City,  Mo.  In  the  first  he  defeated  1948 
Olympic  runner-up  Joe  Lopez  and  emerged 
unbeaten.  In  the  Kansas  City  tiyouts  he 
defeated  the  world-wide  all-Army  champion 
Frank  Smith  by  a  technical  KO.  His  next 
fight  was  with  Lou  Gage  who  beat  him  and 
spoiled  his  trip  to  Helsinki  and  Olympic 
participation. 

Much  is  expected  of  Emmett  in  the  com- 
ing season  which  will  be  his  last  in  college, 
and  his  brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will 
be  watching  his  career  eagerly.

And  those  who  want  an  exhilarating  va- 
cation experience  at  the  same  time— unless 
they're  already  natives  of  the  great  North- 
west—can't go  wrong  by  undertaking  this 
trek  to  Portland  in  September. 

Oregon's  standing  in  the  fields  of  art, 
literature  and  music  is  well  known  as  are  its 
excellent  industrial  advantages,  but  even 
the  gifted  poet  gropes  for  words  to  describe 
its  natural  beauties.  Rugged  coast  line,  sandy 
beaches,  heavily  timbered  ranges,  snow- 
capped peaks  and  rolling  plains  cut  by  deep 
gorges  are  spread  out  in  changing  panoramas 
in  this  land  of  scenic  surprises. 

The  luxuriant  vegetation,  green  the  year 
round,  is  the  result  of  old  man  Drip  and 
his  trusty  sprinkling  can.  Our  valleys  are 
famous  for  luscious  fruits,  golden  grain,  and 
eye-filling  vistas. 

Do  you  want  to  fish?  Salmon  can  be 
netted,  hooked,  trolled,  speared,  or  scooped. 
And  if  that  is  too  strenuous  perhaps  we 
can  find  a  few  left-over  smelt  you  can  catch 
in  your  hat  or  a  borrowed  bird  cage. 

Stay  an  extra  day  and  be  a  beachcomber: 
Seaside,  Cannon,  Tillamook,  Depoe  Bay, 
Newport,  and  way  points.  At  Seaside  stands 
the  original  salt  cairn  of  Lewis  and  Clark. 
There  they  boiled  down  sea  water  to  obtain 
salt  for  their  needs.  Beautiful,  scenic  Cannon 


Beach  was  so  named  because  a  cannon  was 
washed  ashore  here  from  a  wrecked  Ameri- 
can sloop  in  1864.  Nea-kah-nie  mountain 
road,  500  feet  above  the  sea,  was  known 
to  the  Indians  as  "the  place  of  the  fire  spirit." 
Tillamook  is  the  prosperous  trade  center 
of  the  dairy  industry  and  home  of  the 
famous  Tillamook  cheese. 

At  Depoe  Bay  tall-masted  deep  sea  troUers 
anchor.  There  the  hardy  can  troll  for  salmon 
and  the  weak  just  lie  down  in  the  boat  and 
turn  a  lurid  green.  At  Newport  you  can  see 
the  fishing  fleet  ride  at  anchor  at  sundown. 
Here,  also  you  can  take  a  look  at  Jump-OfiF- 
Joe,  the  rock,  according  to  legend,  where 
many  an  Indian  maiden  and  her  lover  flung 
themselves  into  the  sea  below. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  things  and 
places  you  will  see  if  you  leave  Portland 
in  the  morning  and  return  that  same  night. 

You  say  you're  a  winter  sport!  But  good! 
Over  the  original  wagon  trail  developed  in 
1846,  and  over  which  for  nearly  20  years 
long  caravans  laboriously  climbed  to  get  into 
the  promised  land  of  the  West,  in  two 
hours,  through  miles  of  virgin  forest,  glacial 
streams,  and  beautiful  wilderness,  you  will 
reach  Timberline  Lodge,  which  literally 
sits  in  the  lap  of  snow-capped  Mt.  Hood. 

You   haven't  time   for  side  trips?   Okay, 
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Our  City  of  Dreams 


/  was  impressed  the  other  day  by  an  ex- 
pression from  the  apostle  Paul  recorded  in 
Acts  19:21:  "I  must  also  see  Rome."  For 
several  reasons,  Rome  was  the  "City  of  his  Dreams."  Lack  of  space  forbids  me  discussing 
that  point;  but  Paul's  words  suggest  to  us  a  thought  for  the  New  Year,  and  a  lesson  for 
our  lives. 

Every  life  has  its  secret  desire,  its  hidden  hope,  the  "City  of  its  Dreams."  What  is  it 
for  you  and  me?  What  is  our  supreme  wish?  The  longing  of  our  souls?  Our  work  lies,  so 
to  speak,  in  the  provinces  of  life;  but  our  heart  often  goes  out  to  the  capitol.  We  perform 
our  everyday  tasks  and  duties;  but  what  about  the  "City  of  our  Dreams"?  What  kind  of 
city  it  is?  Is  it  one  in  which  we  gratify  our  selfish  desires?  Are  we  interested  only  in 
buildings  of  wealth  and  palaces  of  pleasures?  Is  that  our  Dream  City?  Then  God  destroy 
the  dream.  It  was  not  thus  with  Paul. 

But  you  may  say,  "What  does  it  matter  what  my  secret  desire  is  or  the  'City  of  my

as  a  normal  school  and  continued  as  Stevens 
Point  State  Normal  until  1927  when  it  be- 
came Central  State  Teachers  College.  It 
was  known  as  such  until  1951  when  the 
state  board  of  regents  authorized  the  grant- 
ing of  liberal  arts  degrees  and  changed  the 
name  to  its  present  form.  The  school  now 
includes  the  college  of  education  and  the 
college  of  letters  and  science.  The  average 
enrollment  is  approximately  700  students. 

A  widespread  expansion  is  now  in  prog- 
ress. A  newly  completed  men's  dormitory, 
Delzell  Hall,  was  opened  this  fall,  and  con- 
struction of  a  library  building  has  been 
started.  A  physical  education  building  is 
scheduled  for  construction  within  a  few 
years. 

"Central  State"  is  one  of  nine  state  col- 
leges. Its  special  majors  are  in  home  eco- 
nomics and  conservation.  It  is  a  member  of 
the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  and  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Educa- 
tion. 

The  Local 

Chi  Delta  Rho  was  founded  in  1930  and 
from  the  very  beginning  has  displayed  a 
spirit  of  leadership.  The  organization  never 
lost  sight  of  its  purpose  which  is  service 
to  the  school  and  the  promotion  of  fellow- 
ship, personality,  scholarship,  and  general 
advancement  of  its  members. 


Chi  Delts  have  distinguished  themselves 
in  every  phase  of  campus  life.  In  scholarship 
the  fraternity's  grade  point  is  well  above 
the  all  men's  average.  Intramural  sports  have 
found  them  consistently  in  the  top  three, 
and  they  have  been  active  campaigners  in 
class  elections.  This  fall  the  fraternity's  can- 
didate for  homecoming  queen,  Betty  Kus- 
serow,  emerged  the  victor. 

Fraternity  housing  facilities  are  lacking 
at  the  present  time;  but  the  group  hopes  to 
find  something  suitable  within  a  very  short 
time.

The  Local  Group 

Alpha  chapter  of  Lambda  Gamma  Kappa 
Fraternity  was  established  at  the  institution 
now  known  as  Colorado  State  College  of 
Education  at  Greeley,  Colo.,  on  November 
3,  1903,  49  years  ago.  Since  that  day 
Lambda  Gamma  Kappa  has  played  an  in- 
creasingly important  part  in  the  life  of  men 
students  at  Colorado  State,  and  since  its 
founding  there  have  been  over  1,500  men 
initiated  into  Alpha  Chapter  of  Lambda 
Gamma  Kappa.  In  1914,  for  only  one  year, 
Lambda  Gamma  Kappa  was  aflBliated  with 
the  national  fraternity  known  as  Phi  Lambda 
Epsilon,  Kappa  Chapter,  but  dropped  the 
afiiliation  in  1915  and  returned  to  local 
status. 

Throughout  the  years  since  our  founding 
in  1903,  the  chapter  has  been  housed  in 
seven  different  residences.  As  to  our  present 
home,  the  college  purchased  it  outright  for 
the  chapter  through  its  new  system  of  sup- 
plying fraternity  and  sorority  houses.

The  present  scholarship  is  somewhat 
higher  than  the  average  of  both  the  college 
as  a  whole,  and  the  men  students  as  a  whole. 

Last  year  the  chapter  won  both  the  intra- 
mural cup  for  aU-group  intramural  partici- 
pation and  the  intramural  cup  for  fraternity 
intramurals  competition.  Intramurals  are 
tremendously  popular  at  C.S.C.E.  and  every 
man  in  the  chapter  participates  in  the  pro- 
gram. 

Since  blood  is  so  expensive  and  since  an 
organization  as  large  as  a  college  is  bound  to 
have  many  individuals  who  need  blood  but 
cannot  afford  to  pay  the  fees  incurred  in 
the  procurement  of  it,  members  of  Lambda 
Gamma  Kappa  set  up  a  "Lam  Blood  fund" 
two  years  ago.  All  the  men  in  the  fraternity 
give  blood  to  this  fund  so  that  all  needy 
persons,  especially  those  connected  with 
the  college  in  any  way,  can  have  free  blood 
whenever  they  need  it.  To  date,  approxi- 
mately 73  pints  of  blood  have  been  ad- 
ministered to  those  who  need  it— free  and 
freely. 

Lambda  Gamma  Kappa  sought  affiliation 
with  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  because,  in  the 
opinion  of  all  the  men,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is 
plainly  one  of  the  finest  fraternities  in 
America,  and  because  it  has  remained  on 
the  high  plane  where  it  is  today  due  to  the 
fraternal  spirit  which  its  members  generate 
and  constantly  maintain,  which  was  pro- 
vided in  the  high  brotherhood  ideals  of 
the  Founders  more  than  50  years  ago. 

The  College 

The  history  of  Colorado  State  College 
begins  in  1890,  when  the  Colorado  State 
Normal  School  was  created  and  classes 
begun.  The  school  remained  a  normal  for 
21  years  until  1911  when  it  became  the 
Colorado  State  Teachers  College.  As  a  teach- 
ers college  it  offered  four  years  of  under- 
graduate work  and  granted  the  bachelor 
of  arts  degree.  In  1935,  the  name  Colorado 
State  College  of  Education  was  adopted  to 
recognize  the  fully  developed  program 
which  was  started  in  1913. 

The  college  now  has  29  permanent  build- 
ings, 45  temporary  buildings,  7  academic 
buildings,  student  union,  5  faculty  halls,  6 
women's  dorms,  3  men's  dorms,  3  fraternity 


houses,  and  6  sorority  houses.  The  present 
enrollment  is  2,000  students,  regular  session, 
and  approximately  3,300,  summer  session. 
The  approximate  assets  of  the  college  are 
$6,000,000. 

All  freshman  men  are  required  to  live  in 
the  dormitories,  and  may  in  their  upper  class 
years,  continue  to  live  in  the  dorms,  or  move 
into  fraternity  houses,  or  private  homes  in 
Greeley.  Student  activity  fees  provide  much 
for  the  student  body.  They  provide  the 
Cache  la  Poudre,  college  yearbook,  a  free 
weekly  newspaper  known  as  the  Mirror:  free 
admission  to  all  athletic  events,  and  the 
Fine  Arts  Series. 

The  other  fraternities  on  campus  are  Delta 
Psi,  Delta  Delta  Tau,  Phi  Delta  Pi,  and 
Acacia. 

The  sororities  are  Alpha  Sigma  Alpha, 
Sigma  Sigma  Sigma,  Pi  Kappa  Sigma,  Delta 
Sigma  Epsilon,  Theta  Sigma  Upsilon,  Sigma 
Kappa,  and  Alpha  Sigma  Tau.

New  Dean  of 
The  Jayhawks 

George  B.  Smith,  Minnesota  Alpha, 
former  dean  of  school  of  education 
at  Kansas  University,  is  promoted 
to  post  of  Dean  of  the  University. 

THE  deserving  Sig  Eps  at  Kansas  Univer- 
sity have  a  new  asset  that  many  a  chap- 
ter on  campus  would  Hke  to  possess— the 
new  Dean  of  the  University  George  B. 
Smith.  He  assumed  his  new  duties  in  the  fall, 
filhng  a  vital  campus  post  that  had  been 
vacant  two  years. 

Dean  Smith,  Minnesota  Alpha,  '29,  has 
not  only  been  an  asset  to  the  men  at  the 
K.U.  house  for  a  long  time,  but  he  has  been 
called  Dean  at  K.U.  for  the  past  11  years  as 
head  of  the  School  of  Education. 


In  his  new  post.  Brother  Smith  will  have 
the  same  responsibilities  that  relate  to  the 
office  of  academic  vice-president  on  many 
campuses.  He  will  plan,  organize,  and  imple- 
ment in  accordance  with  basic  university 
policy,  working  with  the  office  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, He  will  also  retain  the  position  of 
director  of  the  Summer  Session  and  will 
remain  a  member  of  the  K.U.  Budget  Com- 
mittee to  which  he  was  appointed  two  years 
ago. 

The  position  Dean  of  the  University  was 
first  filled  by  Ellis  B.  Stouffer,  long-time  dean 
of  the  K.U.  Graduate  School,  in  1946.  He 
retired  from  administrative  work  in  1950 
and  was  not  replaced.  However  the  con- 
tinued growth  of  the  university  emphasized 
the  need  for  a  top-level  coordinator  and 
planner  for  the  development  of  its  educa- 
tional functions. 

In  addition  to  this  vital  administrative 
job,  there  is  an  executive  secretary  of  the 
university  with  major  responsibility  in  the 
area  of  budget,  fiscal,  and  administrative 
policy. 

A  native  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Dean 
Smith  received  all  his  schooling  there 
through  the  B.S.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Minnesota  in  1929  and  1930. 
He  belongs  to  the  "M"  Club,  winning  his 
letter  in  track. 

Dean  Smith  was  a  high  school  teacher  and 
director  of  the  adult  evening  schools  in 
Woodstock,  111.,  and  a  specialist  in  adult 
education  for  the  State  Departments  of 
Education  in  Rhode  Island  and  Kentucky. 
He  received  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  Colum- 
bia University  in  1935. 

After  four  years  as  instructor  and  assistant 
professor  of  education  at  the  University  of 
Buffalo,  Dean  Smith  became  associate  pro- 
fessor at  the  University  of  Iowa  in  1939. 
Two  years  later  he  was  called  to  the  dean- 
ship  of  the  K.U.  School  of  Education  to  suc- 
ceed the  late  Raymond  A.  Schwegler. 

Dean  Smith  was  on  military  leave  1942- 
46.  He  saw  combat  duty  with  the  Fifteenth 
Army  in  Europe  in  1944-45,  last  serving  as 
a  staff  officer  in  the  Army's  headquarters.  He 
is  now  a  colonel  in  the  Army  Reserve  and 
commands  the  5006th  Research  and  Devel- 
opment unit  at  Lawrence. 
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Clues  for  a  New  N.LC.  Credo 

Delegates  of  60  national  fraternities  gather  in  New  York  at  Thanksgiving 
to  check  the  state  of  health  of  their  43-year-old  interfraternity  body.

THE  National  Interfraternity  Conference 
met  again  in  annual  session  in  New  York 
on  November  28  and  29.  The  meeting  place 
was  the  handsome  Waldorf  Astoria  Hotel. 
Present  were  24  national  presidents  of  the 
60  member  fraternities  as  well  as  497  dele- 
gates and  guests. 

Nearly  150  undergraduate  fraternity  men, 
representing  their  local  campus  interfrater- 
nity councils,  shuffled  separately  into"  a  large 
parlor  at  the  Waldorf  for  their  own  con- 
ference, following  an  agenda  provided  for 
them. 

The  Conference  was  founded  in  1909  and 
this  was  its  44th  annual  session.  Neverthe- 
less, as  an  official  body  it  still  appeared  to 
this  observer  to  behave  much  as  a  nebula 
whirring  in  chaos  for  reasons  he  will  pres- 
ently attempt  to  describe.  One  of  the  session 


highlights  was  a  thoughtful  proposal  by 
Illinois  Dean  of  Students  Fred  Turner  that 
a  national  interfraternity  body  might  be 
made  to  perform  many  valuable  services  to 
member  fraternities. 

At  the  Friday  morning  session  an  invoca- 
tion was  given,  the  roll  was  called,  minutes 
of  the  previous  Conference  were  approved, 
Albert  S.  Bard,  Chi  Phi,  presented  a  me- 
morial tribute,  the  officers  reported,  and  the 
morning's  work  ended  with  a  panel  discus- 
sion of  Fraternity  Scholarship.  This  dealt 
largely  with  the  mechanics  of  grading  and 
the  pitfalls  of  scholastic  evaluation,  and  it 
seemed  removed  from  the  world  of  the 
undergraduate  who  does  the  studying.  Two 
deans,  two  "scholarship  officers,"  and  a  for- 
mer field  secretary  participated,  but  no 
undergraduates.

At  the  Friday  morning  session  of  the 
undergraduates,  the  men  of  the  campus  had 
a  spirited  time  with  two  panels— help  week 
and  rushing.  First-hand  experiences  from 
many  campuses  were  well  reported.  Frater- 
nities seldom  had  trouble  finding  worthy 
help  week  projects,  it  was  attested.  Colgate 
has  a  unified  help  week  during  which  the 
school  relieves  students  of  exams  and  formal 
preparation  but  not  class  attendance.  One  of 
the  greatest  assets  of  help  week,  aside  from 
the  positive  welfare  effort  achieved,  is  the 
valuable  publicity  which  is  easily  accom- 
plished. The  delegate  from  the  University 
of  Kansas  expressed  the  view  that  help  week 
is  by  no  means  a  substitute  for  hell  week. 
If  possible,  phases  of  the  two  should  be 
sensibly  integrated. 

At  this  point,  both  undergrads  and  old- 
sters recessed  to  join  at  the  official  luncheon 
in  the  Starlight  Roof.  The  luncheon  speaker 
was  Ralph  W.  Sockman,  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
minister  of  Christ  Church  in  New  York.  In 
his  address  he  declared  that  the  conference 
represented  a  combination  of  youth  and  ex- 
perience. He  urged:  "In  the  chapter  house 
we  need  to  get  that  long  view,  to  see  how 
policies  affect  the  whole  fraternity,  and  then 
when  we  get  into  the  alumni  and  leadership 
places  of  the  fraternity  we  must  see  how 
life  looks  to  the  boys  in  those  chapters.  It 
seems  to  me  that  what  we  need  is  patience 
now  in  some  of  our  problems.  I  think  we 
will  solve  them  not  by  forums  and  discussions 
that  may  sometimes  get  quite  agitated.  What 
we  must  do  is  get  back  to  those  first  princi- 
ples of  our  fraternities.  .  .  . 

"We  have  the  high  ideals,  the  good  im- 
pulses," he  declared,  "but  we  are  so  inept 
in  practicing  them.  We  cheer  for  world 
peace,  we  cheer  for  racial  brotherhood  and 
industrial  harmony.  But  we  are  awkward 
in  approaching  those  things." 

Two  awards  were  made.  IFC  student 
representatives  from  Rensselaer  were  given 
the  Conference's  highest  trophy  because  "the 
past  year's  program  of  their  local  interfra- 
ternity  council  was  the  most  outstanding." 

The  N.I.C.'s  gold  medal  "for  distinguished 
service  to  youth  through  the  American  col- 
lege fraternity"  was  presented  to  President 
Henry   Merritt  Wriston,   Delta  Tau  Delta, 


of  Brown  University.  In  accepting.  Dr.  Wris- 
ton gave  N.I.C.  oflBcials  something  that  they 
could  write  directly  into  a  new  set  of  Con- 
ference Criteria,  if  they  were  minded.  In 
fact,  he  told  them  how  to  get  over  some  of 
the  awkwardness  Dr.  Sockman  had  de- 
scribed. 

He  told  his  audience  that  changing  world 
conditions  have  given  the  fraternities  a 
fresh  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  moral 
nature  of  America.  He  gave  the  entire  fra- 
ternity world  this  reminder:  "The  greatest 
contribution  that  the  college  fraternity  can 
make  in  the  years  just  ahead  is  to  manifest 
so  deep  a  devotion  to  those  ideals  which 
have  shaped  American  life  that  no  where  in 
the  world  can  anyone  look  upon  us  and  say 
we  do  not  treat  them  as  brothers,  thafwe 
do  not  think  of  them  as  equals." 

The  Round  Tables 

Friday  afternoon  of  the  Conference  was 
devoted  to  five  round  tables  which  were 
staged  concurrently  in  individual  parlors. 
The  subjects  were  as  follows: 

1.  The  Purpose,  Objectives,  and  Func- 
tions of  the  N.I.C. 

2.  A  Survey  of  Help  Week  and  Greek 
Week. 

3.  A  Survey  of  the  Business  Side  of 
Fraternity. 

4.  A  Survey  of  the  Attention  given  to 
Spiritual  Values  and  Fraternity  Funda- 
mentals in  Undergraduate  Chapters  and 
Alumni  Clubs. 

5.  Alumni  Interfraternity  Councils. 

The  theme  of  the  first  of  these  was 
"What's  wrong  with  the  N.I.C?  How  has  it 
failed?  How  may  it  succeed?"  The  agenda 
for  this  round  table  were  mainly  the  items 
contained  in  a  12-page  single-spaced  report 
of  the  N.I.C.'s  Committee  on  Policy.  At  the 
request  of  the  N.I.C,  executive  committee, 
the  policy  committee  had  "undertaken  to 
obtain  from  the  membership  of  the  Confer- 
ence and  student  personnel  administrators 
their  evaluation  of  the  worth  of  the  Con- 
ference and  their  appraisal  of  its  shortcom- 
ings." 

One  resolution  which  came  out  of  this 
discussion  which  was  subsequently  passed 
by  the  Conference  called  for  study  of  the 
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enlargement  of  the  N.I.C.  with  the  anticipa- 
tion that  eventually  a  permanent  executive 
secretary  be  employed  and  an  office  set  up. 

Dean  Turner,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  in 
making  the  recommendation  already  referred 
to,  envisioned  the  N.I.C.  strictly  as  a  service 
organization  which  could  aid  member  fra- 
ternities very  specifically  by  serving  them 
in  (1)  legal  matters,  (2)  security  matters, 
(3)  public  relations,  (4)  information  services, 
and  (5)  special  services.  He  pointed  out  that 
one  body  would  be  more  effective  than  many 
fraternities  in  settling  both  state  and  federal 
tax  questions  and  in  providing  the  proper 
information  concerning  liabilities. 

He  suggested  that  the  Conference  could 
effectively  watch  "front  organizations,"  put 
out  warnings  on  these  as  well  as  on  rackets, 
TNE,  and  the  like. 

Information  services  were  of  real  value 
to  fraternities,  he  pointed  out,  and  it  was 
difficult  or  impossible  at  present  to  obtain 
central  statistical  information  or  central 
Greek-letter  library  references. 

Special  services  would  include  scholar- 
ship aids  and  ratings,  research  projects, 
studies  on  immediate  and  deferred  rushing, 
house  planning,  and  the  like. 

At  the  second  round  table  on  Greek  Week, 
it  was  disclosed  that  well  over  a  hundred 
campuses  now  have  work  weeks,  Greek 
weeks,  or  help  weeks,  or  a  combination  of 
them.  Many  national  fraternities  have  lent 
impetus  to  this  institution  by  boosting  it. 

Other  Events 

While  the  oldsters  were  participating  at 
their  round  tables,  the  undergraduates 
staged  two  additional  panels— one  on  IPC 
operation,  the  other  on  "Selectivity."  No 
recommendations  issued  from  either. 

Members  of  the  College  Fraternity  Secre- 
taries' Association  and  the  College  Frater- 
nity Editors'  Association  met  together  for  a 
dinner  Friday  night  at  the  Yale  Club.  Sig 
Ep  Grand  Secretary  William  W.  Hindman, 
Jr.,  president  of  the  secretaries,  and  Don  C. 
Wolfe,  Kappa  Delta  Rho,  president  of  the 
editors,  emceed  the  events.  Chief  speaker 
was  Roland  I.  Gammon,  Kappa  Delta  Rho, 
managing  editor  of  See  magazine.  His  sub- 
ject was  "Every  Man's  Genius." 


A  Collegian  Views  the  N.I.C.

THE  undergraduate  conference  of  the  N.I.C. 
held  at  New  York  City  taught  me,  in  the 
brief  time  that  we  met,  the  realization  that 
all  fraternities  face,  basically,  similar  prob- 
lems that  must  be  discussed  at  conferences 
such  as  this  one. 

Although  the  conference  is  expensive  and 
involves  much  time  also,  anyone  with  initia- 
tive can  derive  valuable  benefits  from  the 
panel  or  group  discussions.  It  is  time  to 
realize  that  more  positive  action  must  be 
taken  on  such  problems  as  Scholarship,  Help 
Week,  and  Rushing.  Sig  Ep  can  be  a  leader 
and  help  promote  improvement  in  these 
fields.  However,  the  initiative  must  start  from 
every  chapter  and  carried  to  a  national  level. 
I  was  surprised  to  learn  of  the  small  number 
of  interfraternity  councils  that  have  no  schol- 
arship program  to  promote  higher  study 
standards. 

Public  opinion  is  very  important  to  the 
administration  in  regard  to  the  position  of  a 
fraternity.  We  must  have  the  public  look 
upon  our  chapters  and  on  the  whole  Greek- 
letter  system  with  respect,  and  I  believe  that 
turning  Hell  Week  into  a  Help  Week  is  a 
means  of  accomplishing  this.  It  must  be 
planned  and  conducted  intelligently.  This 
will  also  help  bring  about  a  better  rushing 
program. 
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The  Conference  itself  adjourned  at  noon 
on  Saturday.  Before  it  did  participants  heard 
an  address  on  "The  Students'  Own  Answer 
to  Communism  and  SociaHsm,"  by  Bob 
Munger,  national  director  of  Students  for 
America;  they  heard  several  two-minute  re- 
ports by  the  representatives  of  the  under- 
graduate conference;  and  they  witnessed 
also  the  induction  of  a  new  set  of  N.I.C. 
ofiBcers,  as  follows:  C.  Robert  Yeager,  U.  of 
Kentucky  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  a  chief  official  in 
the  Balfour  jewelry  organization,  chairman; 
Lloyd  S.  Cochran,  U.  of  Penn  Alpha  Sigma 
Phi,  vice-chairman;  Horace  G.  Nichol,  Car- 
negie Tech  Delta  Upsilon,  secretary;  Herbert 
L.  Brown,  Swarthmore  Phi  Sigma  Kappa, 
treasurer;  and  Dean  J.  Fenton  Daugherty, 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  educational  adviser. 

Sig  Eps  Present 

Delegates  and  alternates  from  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  included  Grand  Secretary  William 
W.  Hindman,  Jr.,  retiring  president  of  the 
secretaries'  association,  who  served  as  a 
marshal  at  the  Conference;  Jotoinal  editor 
John  Robson,  past  president  of  the  editors' 
association;  Grand  Secretary  emeritus  Wil- 
liam L.  Phillips,  past  vice-chairman  of  the 
Conference;  past  Grand  Presidents  Charles 
S.  Thompson  and  William  C.  Smolenske. 

Also  present  were  Assistant  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  Frank  J.  Ruck,  Jr.  and  field  secre- 
taries Steve  Schmidt  and  Bill  Cross. 

Attending  the  undergraduate  conference 
were  Hyle  E.  Thibault,  Nebraska  Alpha; 
and  Bill  Foster,  Iowa  Gamma.  Pat  Sewell 
Texas  Beta,  attending  Columbia  University, 
was  a  visitor. 

Whither  the  N.I.C? 

As  a  visitor  to  the  N.I.C.  sessions  for  a 
good  many  years,  I  have  drawn  several  con- 
clusions concerning  the  work  of  the  Con- 
ference in  its  relation  to  the  forward  move- 
ment of  brotherhood.  I  have  noted  that  the 
opinions  of  those  who  have  attended  the 
sessions  over  a  period  vary  extremely. 

Many  delegates  and  visitors  declare  that 
they  find  the  N.I.C.  a  useless  organization 
which  wastes  dollars  out  of  the  lean  purses 
of  the  undergraduates.  Still  others  feel  that 
it  is  a  helpful  body  of  much  accomplishment. 


Some  think  the  undergraduates  must  be 
brought  more  directly  into  the  Conference, 
others  think  they  should  stay  home.  Some 
feel  that  the  Conference  must  remain  ad- 
visory, others  that  it  can  never  be  properly 
qualified  to  give  advice.  Dean  Turner,  as  the 
summary  of  his  proposal  indicates,  stated 
that  the  N.I.C.  should  attempt  to  be  useful 
chiefly  through  service,  lest  it  otherwise 
become  "a  tenth  carbon  copy  of  advisory 
ineffectiveness." 

Many  competent  fraternity  workers,  ad- 
ministrators of  their  national  offices,  feel 
that  by  attending  N.I.C.  meetings  they  re- 
ceive useful  answers  to  many  questions 
which  eventually  benefit  the  men  of  Fra- 
ternity Row.  Others  just  as  competent  feel 
they  receive  nothing. 

Why  the  views  of  men  who  profess  to 
love  fraternity  dearly  should  thus  differ 
extremely  would  have  perplexed  the  brain 
of  Spinoza.  Although  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Policy  runs  close  to  5,000  words, 
many  of  which  shout  obliquely  at  each  other, 
the  answer  to  what  the  N.I.C.  is  supposed  to 
be  or  where  it  is  going  is  not  apparent. 

Unfortunately  the  N.I.C.  did  not  evolve 
because  men  of  ideals  sought  a  star,  and 
perhaps  that  is  its  first  trouble.  It  was  born 
directly  as  the  result  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Religious  Education  Association  in  Chicago 
in  1908.  The  leaders  of  the  group  wanted 
a  way  to  gauge  the  moral  life  of  college 
dormitory  students  and  the  behavior  of 
fraternity  men.  As  a  consequence  they  de- 
cided to  ask  W.H.P.  Faunce,  the  Delta  Upsi- 
lon president  of  Brown  University,  to  call 
together  the  heads  of  college  fraternities. 

This  was  done  the  following  year  and 
has  been  done  annually  since.  The  purpose 
of  the  Conference  in  Faunce's  words  was 
"to  stimulate  persistent  endeavor  to  plant 
the  spirit  of  loyal  brotherhood  in  the  heart 
of  the  future  leaders  of  America."  So  much 
is  good,  but  brotherhood  was  not  defined 
then  nor  has  it  been  since.  From  the  start 
I  have  thought  with  respect  to  the  N.I.C. 
Criteria  that  in  a  statement  of  purposes  in 
the  realm  of  brotherhood  the  authority  of 
God  should  be  explicitly  mentioned  and 
the  dignity  and  worth  of  man  at  least  im- 
plied.

In  all  the  sections  of  the  N.I.C.  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  in  the  "Fraternity  Cri- 
teria," the  "Principles  of  Democracy,"  and 
in  "The  Decalog  of  Fraternity  Policy,"  there 
is  no  clue  as  to  the  basic  meaning  of  the 
brotherhood  of  Fraternity  Row, 

If  the  N.I.C.  is  to  become  chiefly  a  service 
organization  along  the  lines  suggested  by 
Dean  Turner,  then  it  may  perforce  be 
headed  towards  a  role  of  positive  accom- 
plishment. But  is  that  enough? 

The  high  basic  value  of  the  American 
college  fraternity  unquestionably  lies  in  the 
brotherhood  enjoyed  by  the  men  of  Fra- 
ternity Row  and  its  fine  influences— and  this 
brotherhood  has  a  true  and  noble  definition. 
If  the  N.I.C.  should  be  censured  for  any- 
thing, it  is  perhaps  because  it  has  never 
attempted  to  find  this  definition  and  to  place 
it  at  the  foundation  of  its  Criteria, 

It  seems  to  me  that  ideals  are  at  the  heart 
of  brotherhood  and  it  is  too  late  in  the  day 
for  the  N.I.C.  to  continue  to  ignore  them. 
Services  are  at  best  auxiliary  and  incidental 
to  brotherhood  and  are  not  the  substance 
of  it;  and  fraternity  men  could  never  subsist 
on  N.I.C.  bread  alone  no  matter  how  con- 
scientiously it  is  baked  for  them. 

The  N.I.C.  does  have  a  group  within  it— 
the  Committee  on  Ideals  and  Spiritual  In- 


spiration—which pays  lip  service  to  ideals. 
It  is  helpless  to  do  more  for  reasons  presently 
offered. 

Fraternity  autonomy  was  the  subject  of  a 
Conference  resolution  passed  in  the  form  of 
a  proposal  at  the  recent  meeting— 

"That  in  the  opinion  of  the  National  Inter- 
fraternity  Conference  each  member  has  the 
right  to  be  selective  of  its  own  members,  free 
from  any  interference  or  restriction  by  any 
non-member  with  respect  to  such  member- 
ship. That  any  attempt  to  restrict  or  regu- 
late the  right  of  a  college  fraternity  to  choose 
its  own  members  from  among  students  in 
good  standing  in  a  college  or  university  is 
an  inadvisable  interference  with  the  funda- 
mental right  of  free  association  guaranteed 
by  the  United  States  Constitution  as  the 
right  of  people  peaceably  to  assemble.  That 
in  accordance  with  such  principles  the  Na- 
tional Interfraternity  Conference  declares  it- 
self in  favor  of  fraternity  autonomy  with 
respect  to  fraternity  membership." 

This  is  terminology  that  might  make  sense 
in  the  Congressional  Record  but  it  is  not  the 
language  of  brotherhood.  Men  weren't 
created  by  the  U.S.  Constitution,  they  were 
created  by  God  in  whom  we  all  profess  to 
believe.  When  we  stop  to  think  about  it 
He  has  given  us  a  commandment  which  ren- 
ders those  words  downright  shameful.  All 
but  the  atheists  among  us  can  be  pressed 
to  confess  that  we  should  try  to  live  life  by 
the  rules  of  the  Creator  who  gave  it  to  us 
and  not  by  some  principle,  no  matter  how 
unctuously  expressed,  which  ignores  Him. 

Readers  who  feel  that  discussion  of  God 
should  be  left  to  the  ministers  and  that  talk 
of  educational  principles  be  left  to  the  edu- 
cators, please  bear  with  me.  The  best  of 
the  knowledge  of  them  all  belongs  to  all 
men;  and  it  should  be  given  to  them  in 
language  they  can  understand.  Professional 
people  are  generally  inclined  to  keep  much 
of  their  vast  knowledge  to  themselves,  con- 
tributing ever  more  of  it  ever  more  eagerly 
to  themselves  than  to  others,  and  giving  it 
terminological  labels  in  the  foreign  tongue 
that  too  seldom  has  any  heart  in  it,  only  the 
mind.  Our  Creator  is  the  God  of  us  all, 
not  of  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  alone. 

The  men  of  Fraternity  Row  know  what 
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brotherhood  is,  all  right,  and  now  and  then 
they  say  so  in  weak  voices,  but  because  the 
stated  concepts  of  brotherhood  have  for 
so  long  lain  neatly  arranged  in  theological 
heads,  they  have  been  content  to  let  them 
remain  there  and  to  ignore  their  reHgious 
meanings  in  the  perspective  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

N.I.C.  mentors  have  been  quite  willing  to 
permit  500  men  each  to  sit  in  his  own 
chair  and  from  where  he  sits  define  brother- 
hood. 

For  the  national  fraternity  administrator 
it  is  first  of  all  successful  chapter  house 
operation  stemming  from  efiFective  leader- 
ship. 

For  the  semiprofessional  fraternity  worker 
and  the  watchful  alumnus,  it  is  a  group  of 
Greek-letter  collegians  whom  it  behooves  to 
live  by  the  rules  of  the  fraternity  and  the 
college. 

For  the  college  administrator  it  is  the 
avoidance  of  the  chapters  of  the  Greeks 
becoming  a  nuisance  or  a  problem  on  the 
peaceful  college  scene. 

For  the  professor  on  his  platform  it  is 
described  in  no  books  of  his  knowledge  but 
is  a  strange  land  which  all  the  terminologies 
of  the  curriculum  are  tragically  helpless  to 
explain. 

For  the  minister  it  is  a  group  of  young 
men,  not  always  of  the  best  deportment, 
who  should  come  to  church  more  often  so 
that  the  path  of  righteousness  may  be  point- 
ed out  to  them. 

But  for  the  man  on  Fraternity  Row  who 
lives  in  brotherhood  with  his  fellows,  it  is 
simply  brotherhood,  highly  rewarding  in 
its  own  deeds,  a  blessing  which  needs  no 
complex  interpretations. 

For  the  N.I.C.  official— aZas.'— the  fraternity 
is  something  that  it  isn't  at  all. 

Men  living  in  brotherhood  unconsciously 
teach  this   commandment   to   their  hearts: 

"Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  com- 
mandment. And  the  second  is  like  unto  it. 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 

Fraternity  brothers  know  that  good  ex- 
perience in  brotherhood  imparts  the  above 
principle  quietly  though  powerfully  to  the 


heart.  Ernest  Howard  Grosby  recognizes  it 
beautifully  in  his  triplet— 

No  one  could  tell  me  where  my  soul  might  be; 

I  searched  for  God  but  He  eluded  me; 

I  sought  my  brother  out  and  found  all  three. 

Brotherhood  belongs  intimately  to  the 
men  who  are  living  together  in  brotherhood. 

Brotherhood  is  a  gift,  not  of  the  U.  S. 
Constitution,  nor  the  Dean's  OflRce,  nor  of 
the  N.I.C,  nor  even  of  the  national  office  of 
the  fraternity,  but  of  God. 

Brotherhood  is  a  freedom,  and  man  must 
be  permitted  to  live  freely  in  brotherhood 
with  his  fellow  so  long  as  he  does  not  harm 
his  fellow,  his  neighbor,  nor  himself. 

In  brotherhood  the  man  himself  is  im- 
portant; the  institution  which  he  calls  fra- 
ternity must  serve  him  and  not  he  it,  so 
that  he  may  give  the  substance  of  fellow- 
ship as  well  as  receive  it. 

The  brilliant  writer  E.  B.  White,  a  Cor- 
nell Fiji,  once  said:  "Clubs,  fraternities,  na- 
tions—these are  the  beloved  barriers  in  the 
way  of  a  workable  world,  these  will  have  to 
surrender  some  of  their  rights  and  some  of 
their  ribs.  A  'fraternity'  is  the  antithesis  of 

FRATERNITY." 

It  has  always  puzzled  me  why  N.I.C.  big- 
wigs are  wont  to  express  blind  allegiance  to 
college  presidents  and  deans  but  not  to 
God. 

The  people  who  own  our  institutions  do 
not  always  think  that  the  University  is  as 
right  as  God.  In  a  Christmas  editorial,  Life 
magazine  calls  attention  to  the  lament  by 
Sir  Walter  Moberly  in  his  book,  Crisis  in  the 
University,  that  "the  modern  university  in- 
tends to  be,  and  supposes  it  is,  neutral;  but 
it  is  not.  ...  It  does  what  is  far  more  deadly 
than  open  rejection;  it  ignores  Him." 

Life  opens  this  editorial,  titled  "Christ  in 
American  Culture,"  with  an  excerpt  from 
a  message  from  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  It  includes 
this  warning:  "Our  culture  is  in  danger  of 
becoming  pagan.  To  prevent  this,  religion 
must  be  placed  at  the  heart  of  higher  educa- 
tion. Christians  should  encourage  the  move- 
ment in  many  American  universities." 

But  are  the  universities  prepared  to  care, 
or  do  the  N.I.C.  officials  care,  what  happens 
to  religion  in  student  life? 
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President  J.  Hillis  Miller  of  the  University 
of  Florida,  a  University  of  Richmond  Sig  Ep, 
laments  the  lack  of  religion  on  the  campus 
in  an  article,  "The  Problem  of  Religion  in 
the  Schools,"  in  which  he  says:  "The  tend- 
ency to  secularize  basic  human  relations, 
to  ignore  religion,  to  deny  religion,  can  lead 
to  a  moral  depravity  in  the  culture  and  to 
wickedness  in  high  and  low  places."  And: 
"There  must  be  some  way  to  orient  the  entire 
university  to  the  need  for  dealing  with  the 
moral,  ethical,  and  spiritual  values  of  man." 

Not  the  N.I.C.,  to  be  sure,  but  the  broth- 
ers of  Fraternity  Row,  it  seems  to  me,  have 
without  fanfare  already  entered  the  univer- 
sity and  dealt  with  the  moral,  ethical,  and 
spiritual  values  of  man. 

But  on  another  occasion  Dr.  Miller  said: 
"It  would  be  altogether  impossible  to  extract 
from  the  present  world  situation  a  philoso- 
phy of  hope  and  faith  if  it  were  not  for  our 
fundamental  belief  in  the  concept  of  frater- 
nity. .  .  .  The  college  fraternity  movement 
bears  the  name  which  defines  the  concept 
upon  which  the  hope  of  the  world  must 
ultimately  rest.  That  in  itself  is  a  challenge 


of  unmistakable  importance." 

The  threads  for  a  new  pattern  of  fraternity 
leadership  start  on  Fraternity  Row.  The  old 
one  is  a  sad  thing  because  it  has  ignored  and 
misunderstood  everything  essential. 

Among  all  the  reasons  why  the  National 
Interfraternity  Conference  itself  has  been 
such  a  sad  thing,  the  chief  one  is  that  it  has 
repeatedly  touched  such  a  noble  quality  as 
brotherhood  with  misunderstanding  rather 
than  with  understanding;  with  the  neglect 
of  expediency  rather  than  with  honest  con- 
cern; with  abuse  rather  than  with  affection; 
with  the  hands  rather  than  with  the  heart; 
in  short,  with  the  perspective  of  the  scribes 
and  the  Pharisees  rather  than  with  that  of 
Christ. 

Brotherhood  has  already  indelibly  written 
the  grand  and  simple  principles  by  which  it 
thrives.  The  august  minions  of  the  N.I.C. 
need  merely  to  cast  a  glance  at  Fraternity 
Row,  recognize  them  and  copy  them.  Until 
they  do,  no  matter  what  kind  of  organiza- 
tion of  service  they  set  up  with  their  hands, 
the  night  will  remain. 


Blood-Giving  at  Wasliburn 


ON  December  8,  the  Sig  Eps  at  Washburn 
University  of  Topeka  went  en  masse  to 
the  business  district  of  town  where  the 
Red  Cross  Bloodmobile  was  located.  There 
37  of  the  men  donated  a  pint  of  blood  each 
for  the  fighting  men  in  Korea.  Only  three 
casualties  occurred  at  the  donation.  Chapter 
president  C.  E.  Snyder,  Jr.,  was  the  first  to 
pass  out  but  was  soon  followed  by  two 
pledges.  Burns  Hesse  and  Keith  Sprouse. 
All  recovered  shortly. 

This  is  the  second  trip  taken  by  the  Wash- 
burn chapter  to  the  Bloodmobile  in  1952. 
The  first  occurred  in  January  when  22  men 
gave  blood.  For  this  accomplishment,  the 
chapter  has  received  much  praise  from  the 
college  officials  and  several  organizations 
on  the  campus.  Men  of  Kansas  Delta  feel 
that  the  giving  of  blood  would  make  a  worth- 
while project  for  all  Sig  Ep  chapters.

Tax  Sense 

Russell  S.  Bock,  Washington  Beta,  partner 
with  the  accounting  firm  of  Ernst  and  Ernst, 
Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  author  of  Guidebook 
to  California  Taxes,  has  contributed  an 
article,  "Should  We  Change  Our  Method  of 
Taxing  the  Family?"  to  the  October  issue  of 
the  Journal  of  Accountancy. 

Dealt  with  are  some  of  the  seeming 
inequities  in  the  present  rules  governing  the 
personal  income  tax.  Brother  Bock  suggests: 
permit  deductions  for  extra  expenses  in- 
curred when  the  wife,  as  well  as  the  hus- 


band, works  outside  the  home;  allow  the 
professional  man  who  has  invested  heavily 
in  his  education  and  training,  to  depreciate 
the  cost  of  that  training,  so  that  the  high  in- 
come of  his  relatively  few  productive  years 
is  spread  out;  extend  the  "head  of  the  house- 
hold" provision  to  allow  a  taxpayer  to 
deduct  the  expenses  of  maintaining  a  de- 
pendent outside  his  own  home;  alleviate  the 
discrimination  between  married  and  single 
taxpayers  in  the  higher  brackets  by  reducing 
the  higher-bracket  rates  for  single  persons. 


Fratres  in  Facultate 

Stuart  Keckeley,  Ohio  Epsilon,  '35,  is  the 
featured  subject  of  the  September,  1952, 
Echoes  from  the  Woods,  quarterly  publica- 
tion of  William  Woods  junior  college,  Ful- 
ton, Mo.

The  following  tribute  to  Brother  Millard  was 
written  by  Historian  George  Freeland:  "Don 
Millard  came  to  us  from  Calgary,  Alberta.

Don 
was  boxing  intramurally,  and  after  losing  the 
bout  by  a  decision,  went  across  the  ring  to 
congratulate  his  opponent.  He  came  to  his 
corner,  sat  down  and  complained  of  a  head- 
ache, then  collapsed.  He  was  taken  directly  to 
St.  Anthony's  Hospital  in  Denver,  where  he 
remained  unconscious  until  he  died  at  1:30  in 
the  morning  of  Thursday,  December  11. 

Nothing  happened  during  the  bout  to  indi- 
cate his  condition.  The  rounds  are  only  one 
minute  long,  as  compared  to  two  minutes  al- 
lowed by  the  NCAA  for  collegiate  boxing.  Don 
died  of  a  cerebral  hemorrhage.  He  had  sufFered 
a  concussion  previously.  He  was  attended  by 
the  Reverend  David  R.  Mosher,  rector  of  the 
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Calvary  Episcopal  Church  in  Golden.  Don  was 
a  member  of  the  Church  of  England.  His  body 
was  removed  to  dinger's  Mortuary  in  Denver, 
then  sent  to  Calgary  to  be  buried.  Three  of  his 
chapter  brothers  from  Calgary  attended  the 
funeral.  His  death  was  felt  deeply  by  many 
here  as  well  as  at  his  home  in  Canada.  He  was 
one  of  the  most  popular  men  on  the  campus. 
Only  this  fall  he  played  football,  ran  track,  and 
played  varsity  hockey.  Sunday  morning  a  re- 
quiem mass  was  held  for  Don  at  the  church."

Lawrence  G.  Waldron,  Washington  Beta,  '36, 
is  the  Fraternity's  new  National  Advisory  Archi- 
tect, appointed  at  the  executive  committee 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  September.

Larry  Waldron  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
officials  of  the  Fraternity  for  his  excellent  work 
in  designing  the  new  chapter  house  of  Wash- 
ington Beta  at  the  University  of  Washington, 
Seattle.  As  a  graduate  of  that  chapter  he  has 
steadily  practiced  his  profession  in  Seattle 
except  for  a  three-year  stretch  from  1943-46 
as  a  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  officer  in  command 
of  an  auxiliary  rescue  tug.

"It  would  be  the  thrill  of  my  life  if  every 
member,  pledge,  alumnus,  and  officer  of  the 
Fraternity  would  make  the  matter  of  intel- 
lectual achievement  the  first  order  of  business 
this  year."

MEN  of  the  heart  from  among  the  117  U.S. 
campuses  where  the  Fraternity  is  repre- 
sented, wrote  some  sound  gridiron  history  the 
past  season.  While  the  report  on  these  pages  is 
no  more  complete  than  the  chapter  historians 
have  permitted  it  to  be  (block  that  kick!);  it 
is  nevertheless  a  heartening  narrative  of  foot- 
ball eminence. 

Last  heroic  note,  pertinent  to  the  Cotton 
Bowl  game  between  Texas  and  Tennessee  on 
New  Year's  Day,  places  the  Texas  Longhorns' 
great  halfback,  Gib  Dawson  in  the  limelight. 
In  the  touchdown  march  which  downed  the 
Tennessee  Vols  16  to  0,  he  gained  49  yards. 
Only  two  clubs  to  lick  Texas  all  season  were 
Oklahoma  and  Notre  Dame. 

Playing  great  football  on  the  losing  side  in 
the  same  bowl  game  was  tackle  Doug  Atkins, 
mentioned   as   an  Ail-American  candidate. 

Six  Sig  Eps  were  members  of  Pennsylvania's 
1952  football  team,  which  won  the  Ivy  League 
championship.  Joe  Varaitis,  fullback,  was  se- 
lected by  Collier's  as  the  outstanding  college 
sophomore  football  player.  He  has  just  been 
elected  to  Phi  Kappa  Beta,  honorary  activities 
fraternity.  Jack  Moses,  a  member  of  Sphinx 
Senior  Society,  and  Norm  Boudreau  were  ends, 
and  Carl  Sammarco  and  John  Gurski  were 
tackles.  Gerry  Robinson  played  both  as  a  tail- 
back and  quarterback. 

In  Purdue's  great  drive  for  the  football  co- 
championship  of  the  Big  Ten,  Fred  Preziosio 
played  a  great  follow-up  year  to  his  freshman 
ail-American  selection,  was  picked  first-string 
defensive  tackle  on  the  all-Conference  team  by

the  A. P.  Glen  Knecht  played  a  fine  second- 
string  center  and  Tom  Bettis,  after  being  se- 
lected U.P.  lineman  of  the  week  after  the  Ohio 
State  game,  received  honorable  mention  as 
Hnebaclcer  or  guard  on  all  of  the  midwest 
squads,  even  though  he  was  unable  to  finish  the 
season  due  to  a  fractured  scapula  received  in 
the  Michigan  State  game. 

Mark  Hoffman  of  the  Syracuse  house  made 
a  conspicuous  return  to  the  Orangemen  this 
season  after  two  years  on  the  bench  due  to 
broken  bones  acquired  off  the  playing  field.

When  the  1952  edition  of  Norwich  Univer- 
sity's football  team  took  the  field  the  past  sea- 
son, Vermont  Alpha  was  more  than  adequately 
represented.  Among  the  38  men  on  the  varsity 
squad  were  12  Sig  Eps. 

Captain  of  the  team  was  Paul  Tourigny,  an 
all-state  tackle.  Chuck  Pulsford,  an  end  on 
both  offense  and  defense,  was  elected  as  next 
year's  captain.

That  the  men  of  Drake  University  did  a  fine 
job  of  rushing  the  past  season  is  attested  by  the 
splendid  results:  34  were  pledged,  12  more 
than  the  next  highest  house.  How  did  they  do 
it? 

During  the  rush  period,  197  men  were  en- 
tertained at  the  house.  Marty  Pillars,  '52,  had 
an  idea  that  pictures  of  these  men  would  be 
helpful  in  identifying  them  for  later  appraisal 
and  discussion.  So  he  snapped  group  pictures 
of  the  various  get-togethers  and  these  gave  the 
actives  a  chance  of  later  identifying  very  closely 
each  of  the  197  men  who  went  through  rush. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Drake  chapter  is  the 
first  to  use  this  device  as  a  rushing  aid.
